Bitus was serving a 50-year- 
to-life sentence

gree murder. Williams was sen­ 
tenced to 2-2 % years for assault.

EXCESSIVE OPTIMISM 
Arthur Larson, Under Secretary of Labor, has 
written a political handbook for the Republican 
Party , entitled "A 
Republican 
Looks 
at 
His 
Party .” The very first words of the preface are 
shockingly optimistic and are undoubtedly in­ 
tended to be so. Say s Mr. Larson; 
"The two key political facts of mid-century 
America are these: 
“ 1. We have greater agreement than ever be­ 
fore in our history on fundamental issues. 
"2. We have an Administration whose phil­ 
osophy and actions reflect, more accurately than 
ever before, this general agreement.” 
Obviously neither statement is true, or we 
should have a monolithic, conformist civiliza­ 
tion, static intellectually and barren cmotionaly . 
Harold Stasien’s revolt, following upon Way ne 
Morse’s rebellion and J oe McCarthy ’s irreconcili- 
abiiity . each representing a following in Repub­ 
lican ranks, disproves the statement that "we 
have greater agreement than ever before in our 
history .” Our history covers a period of three 
centuries. 
When a nation has an era of agreement, it is 
either under the control of a murderous dictator 
or it is dy ing. Surely the United States, during 
the Eisenhower Administration, is In neither of 
these circumstances. There are wide differences 
of view on every economic and social problem as 
we shall witness during the campaign. Larson 
recognizes that such differences will be expressed 
but he denies their legitimacy . He say s: 
"In the heat of political campaigns, it is to be 
expected that both these statements will be chal­ 
lenged. But in the perspective of political history , 
these two facts will stand out as the distinctive 
feature of our tim es... ” 
Larson uses his book to prove his thesis and 
tries to state the philosophy of the Eisenhower 
Administration. Unfortunately , Larson does not 
possess the disciplines of philosophy and therefore 
stumbles when he tries to articulate a new one. 
He apparently is conscious of the fact that he is 
neither an Aristotle nor a Thomas Aquinas and 
that he uses the word, philosophy , in a very broad 
sense, so broad that it has lost its specific mean­ 
ing. He say s of it: 
"All this does not slip comfortably into some 
well-worn niche like ‘liberal’ or ‘New Deal’ or 
‘prolabor’ or ‘probusiness’ or ‘left’ or ‘right.’ This 
is because the New Republicanism is a set of ideas 
key ed explicitly 
to contemporary mid-century 
facts, while the familiar categories, drawn from 
earlier decades, are new largely obsolete.” 
That is a very tall order. He must think that 
something has happened in the middle of the 
twentieth century that makes our times different 
like a biological sport or a geological fault. But 
what has been this tumultuous occurrence? Was 
it World War II which followed World War I, the 
Russian Revolution and a universal depression?

IT LOOKS NOW as

Sen. 
Kefauver made a mistake in re­ 
leasing his delegates so many 
day s before the convention met. 
Had he held on, there wTould have 
been 
a 
three-cornered 
fight 
here, and Truman might never 
have taken the chance he did 
in coming out for Harriman. 
The 
net result would 
have 
been that, when thc Kefauver 
delegates were told their hero 
was swinging to Stevenson, it 
would 
have 
created 
a 
"band 
w'agon” psy chology of great im­ 
portance on the day before the 
balloting starts. 
It is argued on the other hand 
that for several day s nowT Stev- 
ensons "band wagon” strength 
has been building up because of 
what Sen. Kefauver did. Much 
will depend on whether the Ten­ 
nessee Senator is himself con­ 
sidered for the Vice Presidency . 
His owrn state isn’t so sure about 
it, as there’s a boomlet on, too, 
for Sen. Gore, also of Tennessee, 
and 
one of 
the ablest of the 
y ounger group in the Senate. 
More and more jockey ing can 
be expected, with subtle hints 
to various delegations from the 
Stevenson and Harriman man­ 
agers that the Vice Presidency 
might go to their states. 
IN 
THE 
FINAL 
analy sis, 
there’s alway s a good political 
reason advanced in picking the 
Vice Presidential candidate—he 
must bring strength to the na­ 
tional ticket. 
Gov. Mey ner of 
New J ersey is a good example. 
He is strong in a state that the 
Democrats desperately need to 
win. 
Sen. 
Humphrey 
brings 
strength from Minnesota. 
Mis­ 
souri is “ in the bag,” some Dem­ 
ocratic strateg ists say , so they 
are not counting on Sy mington 
for the second spot, though the 
Southerners like 
him. 
Senator 
Ly ndon J ohnson 
of Texas, of 
course, could emerge as a real 
peace-offering to the South by 
this convention. It looks more 
and more like a Stevenson-Mey - 
ner ticket or a Stevenson-J ohn- 
son campaign button.

off the Blackstone bar. 
Mr. Regan is not an authentic 
underworld artist but he has his 
Connections, for, as he plausibly 
explains, a 
night club singer, 
who goes back as far as he does, 
does not book his engagements 
with the Methodist board of tem­ 
perance and public morals. On 
the 
other 
hand, 
though 
Mr. 
Regan’s hair is black, he de­ 
murely mentions his ten grand­ 
children and his reputation for 
chastity , 
sobriety 
and

frenzy on the Blackstone steps, 
greeting a tall, rawr-boned fellow 
with a nose like a centerboard 
as he crawled out of a low-slung

worm out of an apple. For this 
was Sen. Estes Kefauver, who

friend of Sinatra and the Moretti 
boy s, the sinister Frank Costello. 
Frank’s innocence of wrong so 
exasperated the Department of 
J ustice and the New York dis­

convict him of matching nickels 
or illegal parking, they finally in­ 
voked the income tax and had to 
chase him all the way to the 
Supreme Court to convict him. 
Costello, as chief witness before 
the Senate Crime Investigating 
Committee, made Kefauver and

gibbering 
strangers who would squeal in 
rapture at 
Sinatra’s paean to 
patriotism at a consistory which 
might

Often, more 
tha n in children, it is fa ta l. 
Tha t’s why Hilleboe urges per­ 
sons in the 20-40 a ge group

How a bout the older folks? At 
this sta ge, sa ys the commission­ 
er, the risk of their contra cting 
the disea se is sufficiently slight 
so tha t va ccina tion of persons 
over 40 is not recommended. 
Ba ck to the 24-40 group. Wha t 
a re the odds of contra cting polio 
a fter va ccina tion? Hilleboe sa ys 
this question ca nnot be a nswered 
yet. 
The rea son is beca use there 
ha s not been enough ex perience 
with va ccina tion of a dults to de­ 
termine 
whether 
the

so—a s it ha s been with children. 
Is there a ny da nger from the 
shots themselves? 
Hilleboe sa ys 
no. 
The va ccine used in New

For ma x imum protection, both 
for a dults a nd children, Hilleboe 
recommends

seven months a fter the second. 
And you ca n sta rt a ny time, 
right now if you wa nt to. 
Adults who wa nt to be va cci­ 
na ted should go to their fa mily 
physicia n. 
Those clinics set up 
to "give shots a re for youngsters 
only. The cost will va ry slightly. 
In the Alba ny a rea , doctors gen­ 
era lly cha rge from $3 to $4 a 
shot, including the va ccine a n 
their office fee.

Back in those days the farm er 
was paid only one and a half 
cents 
a qu art. Sweet 
bu tter, 
farm er fresh was sold for 23 
cents a pou nd. In making bu tter­ 
milk and pot cheese nothing was 
added to hu rry or improve the 
process, and he said, lu mps of 
bu tter cou ld be seen in the bu t­ 
termilk.
